CITY o* MEXICO, Mareh *— A «rreck- 


inp train arrived here early yesterday 
morning from the scene of Thursday's 
accident on the Inter-Oceanic railway. 
It brought forty persons who had 
been injured in the crash and Dr. Al- 
fred Bray, Dr. Francis Crosson and two 
other surgeons who were sent out soon 
after the news of the disaster was re- 
ceived here. 


Many persons were left dead near 


the spot where the train left the rails; 
others were on the point of death, and 
of those who were brought back ten or 
twelve cannot possibly recover. 


The crew of the wrecking train told 


the first detailed story of the accident. 


The train consisted of ten coaches. 


It was chartered to pilgrims from 
Amecatneca and the engineer was un- 
der orders to run carefully. It was 
filled with pilgrims—many of them 
women and children—at the city sta- 
tion shortly before 1 o'clock and was 
started at 1:35. It proceeded slowly at 
first, but after stopping- for water the 
engineer began running at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour. 


About twenty-eight miles from the 


capital, and midway between Toman- 
atla and Tenango, there is a steep 
down grade. On one side of the track 
the blasted rock forms a high wall; on 
the other in a steep descent. At a 
point where the descent reaches down 
about thirty feet the track makes a 
sharp curve. The trains usually round 
it at half speed, but for a reason not 
yet ascertained the engineer of the 
pilgrims' train tried to make it with- 
out slowing down. Either the rails 
spread or the engine jumped the 
track. The engine and tender broke 
loose from the coaches and rolled 
down the embankment. The coaches 
ran off about fifty yards further on. 
The rear coaches crashed down against 
the engine and tender and trestle and 
went to pieces at the foot of the em- 
bankment. Five coaches were smashed 
so as to be little mdre than a pile of 
splintered boards and beams and 
twisted iron. 


About twenty passengers were able 


to extricate themselves without severe 
injury, and they began rescuing those 
who were pinioned under the wreck. 
Four women were found with their 
arms crushed and immovable under 
beams and twisted axles. They lay 
near the engine and were screaming 
for fear of the flames. After all efforts 
to clear them had proved rain thej 
were torn loose, one of them losing 
her arm from the shoulder; another 


A Bad Smash-Up on the Philadelphia A 
Keadmg. 


NEW YOBK, March 2.—The S o'clock 


express of the Royal Blue line, Phila- 
delphia 
& Beading railroad, was 


wrecked while passinc through Ba- 
yonne, N. J., at 8:30 last evening. At 
least thirty passengers had a mirac- 
ulous escape. The engineer and as- 
sistant fireman were killed. 


The train was the Washington ex- 


press, which left this city at 6 o'clock. 
It was made up of Philadelphia & 
Reading Engine 680, a bag-g-age car, 
smoking car, day coach and one sleep- 
ing car, in the order named, the 
train was moving at a high mle of 
speed through Bayonne, where there 
are four tracks in a cut which extends 
from Communipaw to Bergen Point. 
It was on track No. 3. Ahead of it, on: 
track No. 4, and moving in the same 
direction, was ft long train of empty 
coal cars in motion. 


When this train was passing the 
orty-ninth-street station it broke in 
wo. The station agent signaled the 
nginer of the coal train, who failed to 
nderstand what was the matter, but 
ut on the brakes, stopping the front 
lalf of his train. The second half 
rashed into it, and one of the empty 
oal cars was thrown from the track 
nd across track No. 3. 
The station agent rushed out to sig- 
al the express, but it was too late, 
'he big engine, with four cars, dashed 
nto the derailed car within a few sec- 
nds of the first accident. 
The momentum was so great that 
ails and ties were torn up and empty 
oal cars were smashed to splinters, 
nd finally, when its force was spent, 
00 yards away, the engine lay upon 
ts side, a tangled mass of scrap iron. 


Half a dozen ears of the coal train 


were wrecked. Two of them were 


hoved up the bank under the Forty- 
ixth-street bridge, knocking away 
everal of the supports of the bridge. 
The wreck caught fire from the en- 


fine and the Bayonne fire department 
vas summoned to the scene. They put 
ut the fire and assisted in searching 
he wreck.

cause there was no way of cuttin 
them loose. The five were rescued firs 
and put on the train.

rible in their experiences. 


The train arrived at the curve wher 


the wreck occurred at 4 o'clock, and 
did not start back until nearly mid- 
night. When the train came into the 
station forty of the injured passengers 
were stretched at full length, helpless 
from their wounds. All the pilgrims 
were Mexicans. 


The engineer and conductor of the 


train are supposed to have escaped se- 
rious injury and have fled to the 
woods.

It may fairly be construed to mean 


that the gamblers shall retire to privacy 
and run their games with the assurance 
that they shall be properly dealt with. 
There is nothing so dangerous to a 
gambler as an improper or unfair deal 
of the cards. They are menaced every 
day by men who frequent their places 
fully determined to break the bank, like 
"the man who broke the bank, who 
broke the bank at Monte Carlo," to ruin 
the man who runs the game. 
In fact 


everybody that goes in to tackle the 
tiger goes there to give him an improper 
deal and knock him out. Mr. Starr evi- 
dently thinks this unfair and proposes 
that 
the 
gamblers shall have a 


proper deal and be protected 
from 


these 
men 
who 
daily 
try 
to 


raid them. This may account for 
the idea that gambling shall not be 
done publicly. 
Of course if the gam- 


blers could be hid away this might op- 
erate as some protection to them from 
those who go there to give them an im- 
proper deal.

MINERS' WAGES REDUCED. 


Pana Coal Company Makes a Cut 


of Five Cents Per Ton. 


PANA, ILL., March 1.—The Pana Coal 


Company, operating two mines here and 
employing hundreds of men, has re- 
duced miners' wages from 45 to 40 cents 
per ton, or an alternative of $2 per day. 
The rumor of a strike on March 4 is not 
generally credited, as the miners at one 
of its mines had accepted the reduction 
of 82 per day two months ago. The 
vein is over eight feet thick and easily 
mined. Operators say this reduction or 
a shut-down was inevitable owing to the 
reduction in Northern Illinois and the 
cut freight rates by the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, which is said to be in- 
terested in mines on its line in Western 
Indiana. 


ECLIPSE OF THE KOO.tr. 


Some Facts About the Astronomy 


of the Tear Just Begun. 


The first • important 
astronomical 


event that will take place this year will 
be a total eclipse of the moon March 10. 
This eclipse will be wholly visible ia 
South America, partly in North America, 
Europe, Africa, and the islands of the 
Atlantic and eastern Pacific oceans. 
This happens rarely. The reason IB the 
great magnitude of the sun; the earth's 
shadow is, at the distance of the moon, 
much smaller than the earth itself. Tho 
result of this is that the moon must be 
decidedly nearer her nodo in order to 
produce a lunar eclipse. At 10:07 a. m., 
March 20, the moon's disc will become 
immersed 
in 
the 
earth's shadow. 


The fabled man in the moon will 
believe 
that 
the eun is eclipsed, 


while to the people living in those por- 
tions of the earth already referred to, 
the phenomenon will be observed as an 
eclipse of the moon. The second total 
eclipse of the moon will occur September 
3, and will be visible on the entire Amer- 
ican continent and in parts of Europe, 
Africa and Australasia. The firut solar 
eclipse will occur March 26, half an hour 
before noon. This partial eclipse of the 
sun will be visible in Great Britain and 
Western Europe, but invisible in this 
country. The second solar eclipse will 
occur August 20, about one minute after 
noon. This eclipse will be entirely in- 
visible in this country and in Western 
Europe, but will be visible to the inhab- 
itants of Northeastern Europe 
and 


Northwestern 
Asia. A third partial 


eclipse of the sun will occur September 
18. This will be visible to the islands of 
the South Pacific ocean only, and will 
last about three hours and a half.

The Illinois river has been running up 


stream at Havana, the result of a heavy 
ice gorge just below the mouth of Spoon 
river. The ice in the Spoon river is sev- 
enteen inches thick. It cut away the 
railroad bridge on the Canton extension 
of the Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis rail- 
road as though the heavy piles were 
pipe stems. The bridge now lies on the 
surface of the ice gorge, opposite Ha- 
vana. The gorge is nearly half a mile 
long and undoubtedly packed to the 
bottom of the river, forcing the back 
water to run up stream. Should a sud- 
den freeze cement the gorge into a sin- 
gle mass and any considerable rise of 
the river follow this inland iceberg 
would sweep out the stone piers of the 
three bridges at Havana..

party of Chicago folks who recently 
made a trip across on the Servia had as 
a part of their baggage a hand camera, 
and, after making exposures on the va- 
rious parts of the ship, they thought the 
series of pictures would be incomplete 
•without a snap-shot from aloft. The 
captain's permission was first secured, 
and then a sailor was pressed into serv- 
ice. The mechanism of the camera was 
shown him, and he was told how to 
make the exposure. With the camera 
slung over his shoulder, he climbed the 
mainmast to the highest point, and 
then, waiting for a period of compara- 
tive calm, he pressed the button with 
the lens pointed toward the bow of the 
boat. Another exposure was made 
•toward the stern of the ship and the 
^camera was returned to its owners. 
The result was awaited with some mis- 
giving, but the pictures more than jus- 
tified the expectations. Here are the 
'.two pictures. Probably there are no 
counterpart* in existence which show 
so well the contour of an ocean liner 
•under fuU head in midocean as-viewed 
from the crosstrees of a mainmast. 


A fast-going passenger ship of modern 


build is narrow and long. It is designed 
to cleave the water like a knife and to 
offer as little resistance as possible to 
the water. One loses the comparative 
dimensions of a ship vie%ving itirom og 
deck, as the width seems greater lit: 
comparison by reason of the length be- 
ing broken by cabi-is, funnels, ventila- 
tors, lifeboats, and the various fittings 
which clutter the hurricane deck. 
Viewed from aloft the dimensions are 
better seen than from any other point. 
The shape is seen to be somewhat after 
that of a well-shaped cigar with the top 
sliced off. The spray which is flung 
high in the air by the razor-like prow 
of the boat looks like frosting on a cake 
nnd the water boils in troubled fashion 
where it pours into the wake of the re- 
ceding ship. The slight motion of the 
deck as the boat rolls in a gentle swell 
is accentuated at the crosstree, until an 
unskillful person would be in danger of 
falling into the water a long way be-

Four Tenement Home* Collapse, 


NEWYOBK, March 2.—Another build- 


ing disaster occurred a bo it t o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, wh'ieh 
proved 


nearly as fatal in its results as the 
Tenth-avenue 
malt-house accident. 


Tne interior of four tenements in 
course of construction on Orchard 
street, near Rivington, crashed in with- 
out a moment's warning, and a num- 
ber of bricklayers and laborers who 
were working on it were carried into 
the cellar with the falling walls. The 
dust that arose had hardly settled be- 
fore rescuers were at work trying to 
extricate tba buried men. The fire- 
men were also summoned, and in a 
few minutes several of the nnfortn- 
nate workmen were dug out of the 
ruins. 


The dismantled beams and debris of 


brick and mortar formed such an in- 
tricate mass to disentangle that the 
work of rescuing those buried beneath 
it 
was rendered 
necessarily slow. 


Their cries could be plainly heard, 
however, and served to locate the vari- 
ous points where they were to be un- 
earthed. 


One man, an Italian laborer, is miss- 


ing, and it ia believed he is dead in 
the ruins. He was known to his fel- 
low-workmen by the name of Jimmy 
Ross. The number of injured will 
reach nine, some of whom may die. 


The wrecked buildings are numbered 


from 151 to 157 Orchard street, and 
have been in course of construction for 
ten weeks. Work had progressed as 
far as the fifth floor when the crash 
camp. 


The contractors for the work were 


Peter Coomes and John C. Cleave. 
The owner of the building is William 
F. Lenndn. 


Both of the contractors, es well as 


the owner, were present when the ac- 
cident occurred. 
They were placed 


under arrest, the charge made against 
them being criminal negligence
